Our main cause fur concern, 
which we share with olher ship- 
uwners, continues lo be the 
persistent rise in operatingt 
costs, and in this respect the 
excessive Ume spent fn port ts 
nh major contributing factor. 
1 belleve it was Lord) Nelson 
who stated that “ports rot ships 
and men"—how true that hos 
been of tho ships. Efforts are 
constantly exerted with a vicw 
to economising and readjusting 
the rotation of port calls, where 
feasible, to achieve the best 
possible despatch. 

The Company's policy of pro- 
gtessively replacing our coastal 
ships with more suitable tonnage 
for our decp sca trading opera- 
tions which have developed since 
our China coast and Yangtsze 
Rivor services were clostd to us, 
Js reflected in the increase over 
the st five years in the frect’s 
deadweight carnving capacity 
from 70,211 tons to 82,404 tons 
as at the end of 1085, The 
average oge of the fleet ds Just 
under ten yours, 

In order to meet the require- 
ments of our Bornco Line, the 
Company purchased In May the 
Inchaorran ond she hay been re- 
pamed Hosang, We now have a 
Umber fleet of five "H" vessels, 
all the same class and enpacity.

For some time, back-benchers have been 
muttering about the dictatorial methods of Prime 
Minister Menzies in not taking them into his con-

Ministers have often ignored 
the bovk-benchers, with the rt- 
sult thaton a number = of oc- 
ecasions, the House has been

Ing and hearing government 
members speaking against Bills 
Introduced by their own party. 

Evidently these danger 
Signals haye been noticed by 
those In conirol, cmd in future 
the back-benchers are likely to 
be treated with a little more 
respect ond not as a gang of 
“no-hopers". 

Prime Minister lenzies is 
Known for his hi lity to any 
who are Inclined to question his 
judgment.

HOME BUILDING 

The big drop in home build- 
ing in Australia is shown in 
Ingest figures issue by the 
Acting-Commonwealth' Statis- 
tlctan, Mr S, R, Carver. 

In the frst three months of 
this year 17,079 homes wero 
commenced, This is a drop of 
more than 2,000 since the 
September quarter. It is the 
Jowest number of homes started 
sino: the Match quarter in 1953. 
when the figure was 16,194. 

Tho number of homes, com- 
ploted, which total 17,030, is the 
lowest for two years. It js a 
drop <f nearly 3,000 homes com- 
pared with the December quar- 
ter of Idst - yerr, when 19,997 
homes were bullt, ‘ 

The number. of houses under 
construction for the March 
quarter js 64,600 and for the 
December quater 64,463. The 
figures for these two quarters 
are the lowest for six yea
